DIRT BIKE 


Due primarily to the fact that it 
has 107,000 miles on it, the Great 
Yellow DIRT BIKE Truck has 
begun to "burn oil," as they say. 
This was stopped for a while during 
our two-stroke oil comparison 
series by filling the crankcase with 
as much of the leftover stuff as it 
would hold. (We've always won- 
dered why they tell you it holds 
four or five quarts when, if you try, 
you can get in at least three times 
that much.) Anyway, this cut down 
the smoking for quite a while, as 
well as creating colorful and de- 
lightful smelling deposits on and 
about the engine. When it started 
getting worse oil mileage than gas 
mileage, we decided to ease its 
load by purchasing a shiny-new 
van. 

Because we maintained it so 
painstakingly, the old G.Y.D.B.T. 
always got us where we were 
headed. (We always sent it to the 
shop for a tune and checkup every 
60,000 miles, whether it needed it 
or not.) But the new van hasn't cut 
the proverbial mustard. In the 3500 
miles we've had it, it’s sustained 
two gargantuan dents, assorted 
mechanical snafus, and just the 
other day the faithful ol’ El Camino 
finally had the last laugh. Yes, the 
van died altogether. Electrical 
problems, they say. 

Electrical problems on a brand- 
new truck? Our superstitious 
minds don't think so! It's the inner 
personalities of the two machines 
manifesting themselves. Obvi- 
ously. The grizzled old yellow pick- 
up has just intimidated the new-

comer to the point of total 
psychological breakdown! The 
Great Yellow DIRT BIKE Truck 
lives on!!! 


Frank Highland, that clever 
devil, has an idea that we'd like to 
pass along to you. Most motocross 
tracks don't have the kind of case- 
crunching terrain found in enduros 
and desert races. The protection 
required can be had in terms of 
pennies and ounces. Galvanized 
quarter-inch mesh screen can be 
used quite successfully. And, it can 
be found at your friendly neigh- 
borhood hardware store. Held in 
place with plastic tie-ties, it's light 
and ungodly strong. What's more, it 
can be trimmed to fit any bike and 
it's so light that it can be used to 
cover a much larger area than a 
stock steel plate. 

Another bonus is that it allows 
cooling air and water through to the 
engine where a solid piece would 
not. It also acts to disintegrate 
clumps of dirt and mud, preventing 
buildup on the engine. 

All this plus enough strength to 
withstand handball-size rocks for a 
mere pittance of fifty cents or 
thereabouts. 

Too many spark plugs are thrown 
away when they could be cleaned 
properly and used again. Most rid- 
ers take a handful of oily, fouled 
plugs and blast them at their local 
gas station in the plug-cleaning 
machine, only to have a whiskered 
plug the next time they install it.

trash can and write it off as a bad 
plug. 

The problem is caused by the 
cleaning technique in many cases, 
not by failure of the plug. Before a 
spark plug is put into a blaster for 
cleaning, all the oily residue must 
be removed from it. Lacquer thin- 
ner or Stoddard solvent works well. 
Don'tuse carbon tet; the fumes can 
kill. Use a stiff brush and work the 
cleaning fluid down deep inside 
the plug, cleaning it thoroughly of 
all deposits. 

After the plug is completely dry, 
put it in the blaster. While blasting, 
the plug must be moved from side 
to side and in small circles. Hold- 
ing the plug in one stationary posi- 
tion could lead to premature wear. 
After the plug has been thoroughly 
blasted, it should then receive a 
good long air blast to remove any 
particles of sand that might be 
lodged in it. 

If the plug is blasted without 
cleaning first, more often than not 
particles of sand will stick to oil left 
deep in the plug and will eventu- 
ally be attracted to the electrode, 
causing a whiskered plug. Do it 
right and you'll save a lot of money 
on spark plugs.

ID LIKE AN MXER THAT'LL 
WIN ENDUROS, WOULDN'T 
YOU? 

Out ofthe Honda, Husky, Penton 
and DKW motocrossers, which 
ones score the highest as far as 
power and handling combined? 
How would I go about modifying or 
"de-modifying" the Honda, Husky 
and Deek temporarily for enduros, 
or would such a change be imprac- 
tical? I have considered the new 
Honda CR, but can this bike’s 
20-horsepower engine really keep 
up with a 25-pony Bul, and is it 
"endurable"? 

What is the difference between 
the Sachs 21-horsepower and 
24-horsepower engines, and if the 
extra three ponies were added to 
the Penton, would it affect its good 
enduro qualities? 

Also, are the high-revving racing 
engines really that hard to keep in 
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winning condition, or is it just nor- 
mal maintenance and a few parts 
replacements? What would be the 
proper engine care and mainte- 
nance for a "normal" season of 
motocross and enduros? 
Thank you for the time, trouble 

and space.

I don't think the Husky or Deek 
will require de-modifying for en- 
duros; keep a reasonably hot plug 
in it, and you shouldn't have much 
trouble with it fouling. The 
Bultaco's 25 ponies are a little 
smaller than the 20 horses of the 
CR. In fact, the Honda may be just 
slightly quicker than the Bul in a 
drag race, but the powerband of 
the Honda is quite narrow. I un- 
derstand Honda has an optional 
pipe that will increase the torque, 
plus widen the powerband out. 
Torque Engineering, at 19755 
Bahama Street, in Northridge, 
California 91324 also has a pipe, 
and Im awaiting one for test. Ill 
let you know how it works. 

I don't know where Bultaco gets 
their horsepower ratings from for 
advertising purposes, but I know 
their 34-to-36-horsepower 250 
Pursang, if it were true, would be 
unbelievable. The fastest, most 
powerful works Suzuki RH250 
Series motocross machines put out 
about 27 horse to the rear wheel, 
and then it wasn't over a particu- 
larly wide powerband. So in other 
words, don't sweat what they ad- 
vertise, read the maximum horse- 
power in our tests and it will save 
all those hours of worry and sleep- 
less nights trying to figure out how 
the Spaniards can get 30-percent 
more horsepower than anyone else. 

If you're really gung-ho at 
motocross and enduros, you could 
probably have a competitive 
machine in both by having a small- 
er bore carburetor and expansion 
chamber for torque that you could 
pop on for running in enduros; 
swap 'em back for motocross. It 
would be quite a bit of extra work, 
but it would keep you out of trou- 
ble at night. A few years ago I ran 
my Deek in enduros, motocross, 
Elsinore Grand Prix, View-Finders 
Grand Prix and got wins in most of 
those areas without modifying the 
engine from one event to the next. 
Keep it clean, fresh rings, fresh 
bore, good air cleaner, keep it

DKW + BING = RPM? 

This inquiry Iam sure will strike 
a warm spot in your heart. I own a 
DKW 125 motocrosser with a lead- 
ing link front end that is simply out 
of this world. I purchased the 
motorcycle already set up to race; 
the original owner had gone to the 
trouble of replacing the gas tank 
and fenders with plastic substitutes 
to keep the weight down. My only 
problem stems either from the sen- 
sitivity of the clutch or the need for 
achange in the jetting. It seems that 
every time I try to get the motorcy- 
cle going, if my rpm aren't high 
enough it loads up and just creeps 
at full throttle and dies. If the revs 
are more than the necessary 
amount, the front end leaps sky- 
high. I am having a terrible time 
trying to find a satisfactory mid- 
range so I can get off the line with- 
out pulling a great wheelie and get- 
ting thrown. I’ve even gone as far as 
sitting on the end of the gas tank 
and leaning forward, but I don't re- 
commend this sort of approach in 
dealing with this particular motor- 
cycle. Any recommendations you 
can offer will be more than grate- 
fully appreciated mentally, physi- 
cally as well as medically.

Bing jetting problems. Check the 
float height first, then mess around 
with the needle jet to make sure it's 
not too rich. I'd probably junk that 
Bing carburetor and get a 26 to 
28mm Mikuni. A multitude of jets 
are available for most of the 
Mikuni carburetors.

ment. It also smokes excessively, 
especially when climbing a hill. I 
use Torco T2 injector oil. 

Also, I don't race, just trail ride 
and race with my friends. Now to 
my next question: How do you 
climb a hill with ruts? This one area 
where I ride has a hill which is 
fairly long, with ruts everywhere. I 
have tried climbing it, but I fall. I 
try to stay in the ruts, but I still 
crash. Could it be I’m fighting the 
ruts and the bike too much?

You should check the lower end 
seals to see if they're leaking oil 
into the crankshaft area. If they 
leak, it's a good smoke bomb, as 
well as a super plug fouler. You 
might also try a slightly hotter 
range plug until you get the seals 
fixed. 

When climbing a rutty hill, try to 
hit the bottom going as quickly as 
possible, and if it’s fairly short, you 
can use your momentum to help 
carry you up. If the ruts get deep 
and you must cross one of them, 
ride into it at the greatest angle you 
can; in other words, cross it as 
quickly as possible, to the section 
on the other side, and go up it as far 
as you can until you must cross the 
next one, etc. If that doesn’t work 
good, your local drugstore has a 
wide variety of Band-Aids, pain 
pills, etc.

YZ MAKES A BETTER ROAD 
RACER THAN TRAILER 
I want to buy a Yamaha YZ 125, 
but I want it for trails, enduros, 
cross-country, etc. But is it too 
pipey? Can you get a bigger tank?

For that kind of riding I 
think you'd be wasting your money 
on a YZ. It's quite a bit too pipey, 
although it can be detuned. Why 
not just stick with one of the new 
'74 MXers that has a much better 
powerband? 

The 125 engine has always 
worked pretty well, but trying to 
stay on top of the older 125 was like 
riding a greased pig with diarrhea. 
They simply don’t handle too well. 


SHOCKING INJURY 
I have a Suzuki 90 MX. As I was 
reading the September issue of 
DIRT BIKE, a picture ofthe Suzuki 
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90 battling a Combat Wombat 
caught my eye. I noticed the Suzuki 
90 didn't have the stock shock ab- 
sorbers. As you probably know, a 
Suzuki 90's stock shocks are junk.

I still like old Charlie Curnutt's 
shocks. They're of a high quality, 
and last quite a while. Arnacos 
work pretty trick with their ad- 
justable damping, that is if you can 
get a pair that don't have some 
manufacturing defects. 

On the lighter machines, some of 
the Konis seem a bit too heavy on 
damping, even when they're set in 
the lightest position. You might 
check with the Koni distributor for 
ones that have lighter damping. 

In long races, like Baja, I think 
Curnutts are the only way to go. 


THUS SPOKE PP 
I have a couple of friends who 

have 450 Kawasakis. They run good 
except for one thing; after each 
moto the 21-inch front wheel is so 
loose that it hits on the forks. It’s not 
the bearings, do you think it’s the 
spokes?

Yes. Seriously though, it sounds 
like the spokes do get loose. If you 
use a good rim, like a DID, make 
sure the holes are drilled in at the 
correct angle so there’s no forced 
bending of the spokes. Tighten 
each of them for uniform tension; 
then, instead of using the rubber 
inner tube protector strap, try 
some masking or electrician’s tape 
and wrap it a few times. The adhe- 
sive on the back of the tape, com- 
bined with the pressure of the 
inner tube against it, tends to stop 
the spoke nipples from unscrewing 
or loosening. If you still have a 
problem, try some heavier spokes. 


THREAD SOFTLY 

I, during my past three years of 
riding and practicing to race moto- 
cross someday, finally got the 
chance to show what I could do. It 
seems that the course I raced on 
was super-dry, which caused a

HUSKY 
MOTOCROSSER

Being in the business that we 
— testing and reporting — we mus: 
as a matter of course deal with a 
certain amount of paranoia. People 
don't like to get their feelings hurt 
— and when their particular motor- 
cycle is the recipient of a few bad 
words, its only natural that some 
resentment be felt. 

And, some of the folks we deal 
with get mad at times. 

Some get very mad. . , 

Then there's Husqvarna. 

They simply go bananas. 

It seems it’s not too difficult to

procure a Husky for a test if you've 
given their marque good words. 
But woe be unto the motorcycle 
magazine that has the bad taste to 
mention a shortcoming or two 
about one of their models. 

You do not get any more motor- 
cycles to test. 

Your phone calls do not ever get 
answered. 

Your letters get ignored. 

You, in Husky's eyes, don't exist 
anymore. 

But, the readers of DIRT BIKE 
want to know about motorcycles, 
and, like we said earlier, that's the 
business we're in. We tell facts and 
give information they cannot get 
anywhere else. Which made our 
readers write in and demand some 
info on the 450 Husky. There have 
only been a handful of tests on the 
biggest Husky — and those by trad- 
itionally “friendly” magazines. 

So, we went out and bought one 
of the things. Just like you might. 

The price made even the wealthy 
young Encino businessmen who 
run DIRT BIKE wince as the check 
was written out. $1559 is the sug- 
gested retail, plus tax, graft and 
whatever else you pay in your area. 
But we got it for a few bucks off 
retail. Most of these expensive 
bikes can be bought at a discount if 
the customer is willing to shop 
around a bit — and haggle. 

‘We bought ours from Jerry at 


Valerians's Two Cycle City, in. 


Westwood, near Los Angeles. He 
kept muttering something about 
changing the carb under his breath. 
Said we wouldn't like it too much

with the Bing carb. 

Balderdash, we replied. Why, 
the Staff of DB is known far and 
narrow for their skill in jetting the 
fabled Bing vergasser. Jerry 
warned us that it would be too rich 
as delivered; then tried to hype us 
on his Mikuni carb conversion kit 
once more. 

Out to the test track. We un- 
loaded the big yellow Husky and 
did the traditional ‘‘walk-around- 
and-kick-the-tires" routine. Then 
we tried to start it. Thirty kicks and 
much foul language later, we had 
the Husky running. Jerry was right 
— way too rich. We rode it around 
for a minute, but it would do no- 
thing more than blubber. Out came 


the toolbox and our assortment of 
Bing jets that is second only to that 
of Mr. Bing hisself. We had enough 
brass to jet everything from a Reo 
lawnmower to the Queen Mary. 

But getting to the carb was no 
easy task. First, off came the air 
cleaner cover, then the top of the 
carb had to be removed — then the 
slide had to be taken out — then 
(whew) the two screws loosened 
and the carb rotated and the float 
bowl dropped. If you don't feel like 
taking the top ofthe carb apart, then 
you can always remove the exhaust 
system which is about a 
15-minute job. 

Ittook us about six different tries 
to get the jetting right — each and 
every try meant that we had to go 
through the same maddening 
ritual. Each and every infuriating 
time. No wonder so many Huskies 
are running around improperly jet- 
ted. It takes at least a half-day of 
diddling to jet this bike. Time that 
could be spent riding. 

Whatever. We finally got the 
machine to where it would start 
reasonably well and run cleanly 
through the gears. Our final jetting 
combo (for your information) was a 
280 needle jet (with the needle in 
the center position) and a 170 main 
jet. Actually, if you can get a 173 
Bing main jet (very rare), this 
would do the trick even better. We 
had a hint of tingling on top. Of 
course, it could have been the float 
bowl running low — as the Bing 
only has one gas line and a very 
restrictive Magura petcock. You 
might read our article on the Bing a 
few months back — just to play it 
safe. 

We put some easy time on the 
machine, then turned it over to one 
of our test riders. Fella by the name 
of John DeSoto. 

While John appeared to be 
traveling around the track at a 
"brisk" pace, he also appeared to 
be fighting the bike. On several 
corners, the front end washed 
badly and he had to plant a foot 
down and gas it in order to keep 
from falling. In fact, later in the day, 
during one ofthe photo sessions, he 
dumped the Husky several times. 


The big culprit seems to be that 
it's nearly impossible to get enough 
weight on the front wheel — mak- 
ing the rider helpless to get decent 
bite. And that giant tank is what 
keeps the rider from shifting his 
weight forward. It's wide and high, 
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e y 4E 
DeSoto found varying degrees of success in the corners; good... 


. . . Oh, the hell with it. . . 
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right where the seat meets the tank. 
Any attempts to rest the old groin 
against that ill-shaped slab of 
sheetmetal are sure to result in 
howls of anguish. 

Because of this, the rider is 
forced to sit there — more or less — 
bolt upright and let the bike do 
wbat it wants to do. Standing is 
possible — for a while. Then, the 
pipe will start to roast the rider's 
leg. How long you can stand up de- 
pends largely on how much you can 
stand pain. 

Once we realized this was how 
the Husky was, we rode itthat way. 
And, in doing so, we found out that 
the big 450 was only happy at fairly 
high speeds across moderately 
choppy ground or smooth terrain. 
Really bumpy ground demanded

that the rider stand, but the 
genuine discomfort dampens en- 
thusiasm after a few minutes. 

As of late, we’ve been sniveling 
about Girling shocks quite a bit. 
Enough so, we’ve attempted to 
look into the matter to find out 
about the disparity from one set of 
shocks to another. We took the 
shocks from the Husky and re- 
moved the springs. Then we 
pumped the shocks up and down 
and felt a noticeable difference in 
the rebound damping between the 
two. This led us to check out the 
Girlings on several other bikes 
around. Same story. We never 
found two that really felt the same 
to our highly sensitive hands. 
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Be sureto cotter pin or safety wirethe axle 
nut — or lose it. 


The reason for all this distasteful 
work on our part was the substand- 
ard performance of the ass-end of 
the 450. It simply moved around 
too much — and was far too harsh 
over bumps and whoops. 

Perhaps much of the woe is due 
to the pork the Husky has attached. 
Our outrageously accurate and 
highly official DIRT BIKE scales 
showed the Husqvarna to weigh in 
at a flabby 269 pounds with 2/3 of a 
tank of gas. Much of the poundage 
is situated in the engine — which 
comes in at 95 pounds all by itself. 
Compared to a 501 Maico engine, 
which is 82% pounds, and a 500 
Yamaha engine, which pushes the 
needle to 92 pounds — the Husky 
simply does not justify the extra 
baggage. Both motors put out more 
and better horsepower in the nor- 
mal state than does the Husky. 

It seems that Husqvarna has 
picked up extra weight in all of 
their bikes in the last few years. 
And, again, all of it in the engine. 
We can recall putting a 400 Husky 
on the scales about three years ago 
and, with a full tank of gas, the bike 
weighed in at 239 pounds. Much 
less than the other "super" bikes in 
its field. 

The forks on our test bike, as with 
most Huskys, leaked from day one. 
Ours didn't bottom, except on the 
severe bumps, but they did top an- 
noyingly. The oil level was 
checked once and it was down a 
few cc. But, even after refilling, the 
topping-out sensation stayed. Sev- 
eral Husky owners suggested that a 
50-weight oil does the trick. We 
never got around to trying it. If you 
did, and it worked for you, drop us a 
line and we'll pass on the informa- 
tion to our readers. 

Once the Bing carb was jetted in 
the proverbial ballpark, the Husky 
proved to have a strong, wide pow- 
erband. But one could not, in all 
honesty, call it a smooth power- 
band. Right off of idle, the power 


pulses came out: bang — bang — 
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First-class controls — the new Maguras 
were on our bike. 
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One of the strongest rear hubs in 
the business.

hesitate — bang, bang, bang. Jerky. 
Lurching. 

Definitely chain-snatching-type 
power. Once the 450 got some revs 
under its belt, the annoying pop- 
ping and banging went away, and 
the bike revved strongly to its peak, 
then abruptly flattened out. No one 
could even entertain the thought of 
calling the Husky weak, but it will 
not run with the rest of the bikes in 
the Open class. A 450 Maico will 
easily pull it; a360 Yamaha MX will 
edge it slightly in a drag to the first 
turn; a400 CZ and a 400 Husky will 
pull it to 60 mph or so; and a 501 
Maico will rip its paint job off — 
without over-revving. 

About a half-dozen people rode 
the 450 and we compiled their 
opinions and weighed them with 
ours. 

General agreement: Shifting 
throw was too long. Rear brake was 
too touchy and the foot had to be 
lifted from the peg to work the 
pedal. Front brake was very good. 
Heat shield burned. Pegs were 
lousy. Uncomfortable to stand on 
pegs. Bike was difficult to ride — 
especially with the pronounced 
front end washout. High-speed 
handling was the bike’s strong 
point. 


Split opinions: Some liked the 
forks — some did not. All agreed 
they were on the firm side. All rid- 
ers noticed the topping-out noise. A 
few riders thought the bike had 
enough low end — the rest did not. 
All but one rider expressed intense 
dislike for the kickstarter. Two rid- 
ers thought they might buy a 450 “if 
the price was right’ and the rest did 
not want it at any price. 

All things considered, we were 
disappointed with the perform- 
ance; especially from a 450. Back 
to Valerians’s Two Cycle City, and 
we asked Jerry how they (the fast 
guys) make them run. He sug- 
gested (with dollar signs in his 
eyes) that we try the Mikuni carb 
kit. 

We did. 

Back to the track. 

Guess what? 

It works. 

Yes, with the Mikuni in place of 
the Bing, all of the snap-crackle- 
pop syndrome went away. Nothing 
but smooth, steady power from idle 
to peak revs. Suddenly, the Husky 
took on a fresh personality. It was 
now a strong bike — one that didn’t 
seem to care what gear it was in. 
The handling quirks still were 
there, but the spiffy power almost

We talked to several Husky owners and asked them to ride our Mikuni-equipped

nullified that. 

One additional plus from the 
Mikuni was precision at the throt- 
tle. Small increments could be 
dialed in with no trouble — and 
lofting the front end became much 
easier. Over bad bumps, the Husky 
was happiest with its front end 
waggling in the air, and the new 
carb gave much better control for 


this sort of gymnastics. 

Starting also became easier, but 
still took several kicks from the 
rider to get the metal moving in- 
side. Oh yes, with the Mikuni, the 
450 would actually idle. Another 
small, but important point: When 
the bike was dumped, the Mikuni 
allowed easy restarting, instead of 
the usual loading up most Husky 
owners have come to know and 
dread. 

All things considered, the carb 
gave the machine a new personal- 
ity. If you're going to ride a 450 
Husky, we'd suggest that the carb 
conversion kit is a must. If not, 
you'll quickly learn to hate the 
bike.

Getting to the center plug is a bit 
awkward — you'll need a compact 
plug tool. There is already a hole 
fora second plug. Some owners run 
a cold plug in the center hole for 
normal riding and a hot plug in the 
side hole for starting.

We had some rear end chatter- 
and-hop under braking. Mostriders 
felt it was the inferior shocks, not 
the braking assembly, that caused 
the problem.

Several riders caught their boot 
on the rear brake actuating lever. 
Pegs were trash; slippery and non- 
spring loaded. 

This Husky, like all of them, is 
poorly waterproofed. They have 
needed a decent stillair box for 
nearly a decade and have refused to 
give the buying public one. You 
will drown out the Husky in a water 
hole. If not the first time, then the 
next. Several outlets offer a plastic 
shield that seems to help. Torsten 
Hallman is one of them. 

We had no difficulty with our 
countershaft sprocket slipping. It's 
not keyed; so much depends on 
how careful the dealer is on the 
set-up as to whether or not it'll slip. 
Obviously, Two Cycle City is care- 
ful. And they sell a lot of Huskys. 

This 450 sported the new Magura 
"bent" levers that are very good 
items, though another Husky we 
rode had the Lucas things. 

Most Husky 450 owners drop a 
tooth on the countershaft sprocket 
— and are happier with the bike's 
performance. Watch out when 
changing, though — we have had 
trouble and many readers have re- 
ported that the gear puller breaks 
easily. 

Bars are shaped well and have a

HOW TO MAKE A 
450 HUSKY KILLER 


by the Staff of DIRT BIKE with advice and comfort from E. C. BIRT 


Somewhere else in this issue, 
you ll find a test of the new 450 
Husky. In that test, we explained 
how the performance could be 
improved with the installation of a 
Mikuni carb. This change gave the 
bike a whole bunch of muscle, and 
one would think that would be 
enough for most folks. 

Not so with Jack Myers from Des 
Moines, Iowa. 

Ya see, Jack went out and 
purchased a 450 in the hopes that 
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he could blow the doors off all his 
riding friends. Such, however, was 
not the case. Liking the way the 
Husky handled, he decided to take 
the big step and made a phone call 
to famed E.C. Birt, cylinder 
grinder of no small talents. Jack 
told E.C. that he wanted the 
Husky to be ferocious and didn't 
care how much it cost. Spit 
gathered on E.C.’s counter as he 
listened. Yeah, yeah. Send it in 
and Lll damn well guarantee you 


the fastest, strongest killer Husky 
ever made, said E.C. 

So Jack put it in a box and stuck 
it in the mailbox. E.C. ran it on the 
dyno, mumbled, then set about the 
project with gritted teeth. Eight 
hundred dollars later, the bike 
emerged from his shop and they 
toted it out to the Dunes — after 
giving DIRT BIKE a secretive call 
first. 

E.C. put a few easy break-in laps 
on it and checked the jetting. Then 
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Complicated assembly is quite compact; 
expensive, but worth it for one man. 


we rode it. 

Good Lord!!! 

It like to tore the bars out of our 
hands. This was easily the most 
ferocious Husky we had ever 
ridden — bar none. Acceleration 
started like most Huskys; strong 
down low. But this one didnt 
flatten out. No way. It just pulled 
and pulled and pulled. Strangely 
though, the engine never sounded 
like it was turning many revs. 
Later, the dyno showed this to be 
the case. We're sure the bike could 
pull radically high gearing — if the 
clutch could take it. As it was, the 
450 pulled over 40 horsepower at 
the rear wheel at only 5500 rpm. 
Nothing else we have ever ridden 
develops power like that at such 
low rpm. We didn’t turn the 
engine any higher on the dyno, 
simply because it wasn't ours and 
we did not want to break it. E.C. 
feels that the motor will pull over 
6000 easily and with his handy 
slide rule, stated that that should 
make around 44 to 46 horsepower. 

With all this power on tap, the 
stock 4.00x18 rear tire was a joke. 
We could light it off at will and the 


bike was sideways more than half 


the time. Truly a freaky bike. But, 


chances are, Jack Myers will 
indeed blow the doors off his 
buddies. 


Specs on the bizarre rebuild are 
as follows: The entire engine, 
gearbox and cases were Kal- 
Guarded, as were the barrel and 
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D.H. reed manifold for 400 CZ on right had correct bolt pattern, but was too long for 
restricted area between engine and frame tube. After cutting, welding and machining, 
the units on the left side were shorter with the correct contours. 


head. E.C. claims this 
keeps the heat down. 

A D.H. reed valve for a 400 CZ 
was installed — this unit goes for 
around 50 bucks and is available 
over the counter at many shops. 
Some machining is required to 
make the fit. After giving the barrel 
a visit with the grinder (the $60 
premium porting job as compared 
to the $30 clean and match job), 
E.C. installed a  Kal-Guarded 
piston. The head was milled .035 
and profiled so the piston would

clear. Naturally, the engine was 
rebalanced. 

A special pipe, designed for the 
reed setup, was snugged in place 
and some other odds and ends 
were shaped. Then, one tooth was 
added at the countershaft. 

A lot of work for sure, but the 
results are staggering. And to 
Myers, results obviously are what 
he was after. So you people in the 
Iowa area . don't drag race a 
Husky unless you're sure it isn't 
the Killer Husky. Gad. o

So far, its been the same old 
thing every year. Yamaha invented 
tne 250 street/trail market and then 
they sewed it up in a fuzzy air 
cleaner. Each new model was the 
best-selling, the most-modified, 
almost-enduro bike on the scene. 
"Whooa! Looka here. They got a 
brand-new green paint job this 
year." "Wow!" Or: "An outasight 
new gas cap!" “Hot dog," said 
everybody and bought them any- 
way. Well, this year Yamaha has re- 
ally got its act together. 

What makes the difference is the 
new frame. Yamaha thinks it's 
enough justification to call this 
year's enduros “motocrossers with 
lights." That's fairly accurate — for 
an ad. The frame is essentially last 
year's motocrosser, just heavier 
with all those tabs, gussets and 
mounting pieces on it, but using 
the new frame lets Yamaha sink the 
engine lower in its cradle and run 
the pipe across the engine. Actu- 
ally, it works out that the bike is a 
little too low, but it still beats hell 
out of riding with a leg-baking side 
pipe or an eminently crushable 
downpipe. That pipe is a marvel. 
The best we've seen so far on a 
stock enduro. It's quiet, completely 
out of the way, and quite trick, all 
the way from the header to that

See, itreally is waterproof. Can you imagine 
what would have happened if that were a 
Husky? 
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rather phallic end piece. 

But back to the frame, the best 
thing Yamaha's done for a while. 
That frame is right! With the chas- 
sis worked out and the engine 
dropped, the geometry is on. No 
more plowing. Just good old- 
fashioned front end washout. Yep, 
that's right. The machine is still far 
from perfect. The front end is too 
heavy — loaded up with lead lights, 
nonsense instruments (who needs 
a tach, anyway?) — and the forks 
are still junk. Our "71 project bike 
really works out, and all it's got is 
some accessory pieces and a couple 
of mods. Why can't Yamaha do the 
same? 

Incidentally, changing fork oil 
won't help at all — but using knobs 
up front would. As it is now, the 
bike tracks well until you get it into 
the ripples, then the front of the 
Yam simply freaks out. It chatters 
and clanks, bounces and skids, 
thrashes and finally gives up. The 
trials tires are the best we've seen 
so far this year, but still, no way can 
they be construed as even imitation 
knobs. They just don't make it. 
Knobs with bite are necessary. 


Maybe every dirt rider in the world 
ought to show his road rat friends 
how to ride pavement with knob- 
bies; then we'll all write Yamaha 
and demand real tires. 

While we're at it, let's make 
every manufacturer in the world 
give up Phillips head screws. If Mr. 
Phillips walked into the official 
DIRT BIKE yellow garage right 
now, he'd be set upon by infuriated 
bikers who would torque down his 
navel to 400 pounds, plant sheet- 
metal screws in his fingernails, 
reach down his throat to rip out his 
lungs, and then we'd get nasty. 
Since this isa violence trip anyway, 
we'd also like to get hold of the 
inventor of those J-model hand- 
grips. Those monstrous flesh- 
eaters are still being palmed off on 
us. About the only appropriate 
punishment would be flaying that 
man's hands, pouring Swedish bal- 
sam on the remains, and epoxying 
him to an electric exercycle equip- 
ped with his grips. 

Oh well, although the Yam's got 
those grips, it does have decent 
handlebars this year. The wrist- 
crimpers ofthe pastare gone at last. 
Unfortunately the bars are clut-

things that don’t belong on a dirt 
bike.

thing else off. Better yet (read this 
part as if it’s a whisper), ask around 
and find out what you can get away 
with, then do it. You know, say a 
headlight is required, but nobody 
is ever going to ask you to turn it on. 
So get rid of the wires, the insides 
and the glass. Tape a piece of plas- 
tic on the front and put on an en- 
duro number. There you go; now 
you're "enduro legal," just legal 
looking enough to be let alone. 
There's probably 20 pounds of stuff 
you can get rid of this way. 

Since the subject has shifted to 
enduros, let us recommend that 
you seriously think about running 
the DT250A. Why? Because of the 
engine. It's stone reliable. Parts are 
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cheap. And the power is positively 
stunning. The machine puts out 
like last year's 360. We went 
everywhere with the Yam: took it 
out on an MX track; went to the 
desert; rode some trails; put a cou- 
ple of grand prix loops on it; even 
did some heavy-duty fireroadin'. 
There was nothing but good power, 
power all the time, from three rpm 
to seven grand, with everything 
getting smoother and snappier 
when the reeds start to work at 
about 3200 or thereabouts. 

This is the right kind of horse- 
power for enduros. You won't have 
to banzai the hills; just motor on up 
like the experts do. Who needs 
blasting up hills anyway? Every 
time one of us tries it, we wind up 
with missing finger joints from the 
branches slapping the levers shut. 
There's nothing like it: screaming 
up some slippery, rutted trail and 
having a tree lock up the front brake 
and turn your nails purple at the 
same time. Or else it's your left 
hand that gets it, doing a clutch job 
on your forward motion as well. 

With the Yam, you really do dial 
it. Hita bump and have to back off? 


That's OK; just turn it on and amaz- 
ing things happen. The piston is 
connected to the ground! With 
trials tires, yet! The price of a 
knobby buys you a tractor. 

Actually, you cannot snap the 
thing on. It flat won't do it; grab- 
bing and wrenching just gets you a 
"b-b-b-r-I-RAWWWW" of motor. 

That, and decent handling, are 
thereasons why the DT250A works 
for enduros. Remember the old 
Enduro that would slide-slide- 
highside for mysterious reasons 
never to be known by western 
man? It's not that way anymore. 
The new frame let's you work with 
the bike. It's not really a moto- 
crosser with lights. If you dropped 
a 360 YZ in the frame, you'd proba- 
bly break your body into as many 
pieces as the AMA's got phony post 
office boxes. But with the power 
the way itis, the frame is more than 
adequate, which really is about a 
400-percent improvement over 
what you could buy last year. (Not 
just from Yamaha, either.) 

A good bike for the money is all 
we ever wanted, right? Yamaha 
tried hard, and delivered it. Good 
frame, and a motor no one can 
snivel about. In our foolish en- 
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Our testers invented an enduro course that included two hills, two water crossings and a 
mudhole. The pseudo-enduro course resulted in this real enduro problem. 
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thusiasm, we gave the machine 
plenty of opportunity to let us 
down. It didn't. 

The only problem we had with 
the motivating gear was a wimpy 
clutch. It began to die quickly and 
got very paranoid in mud when the 
bike bogged. No one bothered to 
rip the bike apart to find out what 
was the matter; we just kept adjust- 
ing the cable every time we rode. 
We figure our normal carefree test- 
ing would simulate about eight en- 
duros — maybe 18, come to think of 
it. 

Enduro prepping this machine 
would only mean getting the portly 
thing slimmed down by using some 
lightweight substitutes and doing 
the removal bit on the excess bag- 
gage. Brakes are decent; no 
changes necessary there. And the 
rear shocks are the best ever of- 
fered on a J-enduro, but everyone 
agreed that the springs were too 
stiff for comfort. Those springs and 
the massive rear wheel assembly 
made for the all-too-familiar 
Yamahop on downhills. A simple 
solution to the problem was free- 
wheeling down — but that's not ex- 
actly the way to ensure a long life 
and secure future. Don't worry 
about water; it's moisture-proof, so 
that's no problem. But tires are 
going to be. There just ain't no way 
a knobby will fit in that rear wheel 
well. That dildo thing on the end of 
the pipe will have to be moved — 
and that's a shame since the ex- 
haust system is so good to begin 
with. 


BITS AND PIECES 


Easy starting and a dependable 
idle — so you can hop off and run 
over to the tree to switch arrows on 
the rest of the folks without your 
engine coughing, sputtering, dying 
and requiring six plugs to get it 
going again; think of all the advan- 
tages of having a motorcycle that 
will run without anyone on it: 
graphic displays of fuel consump- 
tion, complete rider safety, the abil- 
ity to break it in without leaving 
your living room. Simply endless 
possibilities. 

Note those neat slider caps on the 
forks. Spiffy, huh? They've been 
underneath the old metal caps all 
these years. 

The gas cap locks with the igni- 
tion key. Maybe that's a good thing.

Jacques Fortran of Belgium toda a relatively stock Jawa at the Six Daya: All he did was 
add Girling shocks and different tires. 


The Czechs have remained 
pretty much a mystery — and their 
ISDT winning Jawas even more so. 
There are places in this country 
where you can purchase a Jawa — 
but not on every street corner, bud. 
You see, they only import 24 a year. 
Not likely to put Yamaha out of busi- 
ness in the enduro game. 

We took a long hard look at sev- 
eral of the winning Jawas at the Six 
Days and asked some penetrating 
questions of team mechanics. The 
machines they rode are, indeed, a 
bit different from those they sell in 
this country. But they are not that 
much different. 

Here’s the hot skinny: 

They are not light, like everyone 
figures. Nope. Dry weight of the 
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bikes is around 275 and with all the 
gas and oil, tools and tubes "n stuff, 
the all-up weight ofthe bike is right 
at 300 pounds. This is about the 
same as the machines they sell in 
this country. There are no titanium 
parts. Not one. The Czechs believe 
its best to have a solid "known" 
structure that is slightly heavier 
than some flighty super metal. 
According to the folks we talked 
to, the Jawas are not all that com- 
fortable to ride, especially when 
they are pushed. But you must re- 
member, a Six Days bike is not 
meant to be pushed. It is meant, 
however, to be ridden briskly for 
long periods oftime without break- 
ing. At moderate-to-brisk speeds, 
the Jawa is comfortable. When

centerstand was spring loaded — but also 
had rubber bands attached for safety. 
Down-for-low five-speed gearbox is nor- 
mal on all Jawas. 
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Simplicity is carried throughout bike and 
many items are taped or rubber-banded in 
place. Smith's speedo was on most Jawas; 
VDO on some others. 


Aha! The innards. Frame rails are part of 
engine protection and elaborate skid plate 
is not needed. 


traveling quickly, such as on a spe- 
cial section speed test, the rider 
must stand and let his body do most 
of the work. Here, the conditioning 
of riders becomes very important. 
And the Czech riders are perhaps 
in the best physical condition of 
any oftheriders in the world today. 

A stock 250 Jawa Six Days bike 
sells for $1700 in this country, if 
you can buy one. On the stocker, 
you'll find a Jikov carburetor. On 
the Six Days bikes, you'll always 
find a Bing; either a 32 or a 36 mil- 
limeter. And on the back ofthe spe- 
cials, one will invariably find a set 
of reworked Konis, while the 
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stocker sports standard CZ shocks. 

Other changes include a sun- 
burst head on the trick bikes — and 
a standard straight finned head on 
the stocker. We noted that the Jawa 
team was running Champion plugs 
in some of their bikes; you'll find 
PALS on the one you can buy. 

Wheelbase is 55% inches and 
both machines have an oil reservoir 
in the swingarm, just like the CZ 
motocrossers. Other parts are 
scavenged from CZ, too. Forks are 
basically CZ units with an addi- 
tional inch of travel, slightly 
heavier springs and different fork 
seals. A CZ front hub and brake is 
also used. 

A dual ignition system is stan- 
dard on both machines — but we 
were informed that the quality of 
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Headlight mount is one-piece and very 
small — emits feeble yellow glow. Kick- 
starter is on right side and is pushed for- 
ward to start bike. Bikes fired on two or 
three kicks cold and always on the first 
kick when warm. 


electrical components on the 
stocker is inferior and the factory 
bikes get far superior stuff. Rarely 
does an electrical problem ever hit 
one of the Six Days Jawas. 

Gearbox is a five-speeder, and 
though it looks similar to a CZ, it is 
in fact Jawa's own design. 

A fully enclosed rear chain 
houses stock CZ chain — some of 
the finest chain in the world. Chain 
breakage is almost unheard of, but 
they do change it after every event, 
just to play it safe. 

A 3.20x21 Barum is on the front 


and the massive rear tire, which 
looks bigger than the numbers 
state, is a 4.25x18 Barum. Both tires 
are rather soft and flex a great deal 
when running normal pressures. 

No special porting is done to the 
factory bikes, but they do clean the 
ports up and take a great deal of 
time to match things up. Factory 
engines are run and disassembled 
several times to check for high 
spots and possible future problems. 
All of the bikes run in International 
events are “well run in,” to quote a 
mechanic. 

Horsepower output is not high, 
but the bikes pull very strong from 
low revs. All ofthe team riders shift 
early and let the engine work at 
mid-range, where it's happiest. 
Life span is astounding, according

to the mechanics. It's not uncom- 
mon to get a year out of the rings, 
we are told. The engines are disas- 
sembled regularly, mostly to in- 
spect and remove carbon. Castrol 
Grand Prix, or another good petro- 
leum oil, usually gets the nod for 
lubrication, at a 20:1 ratio. 

As you can see, there's not really 
all that much difference between 
the mass consumption (24 a year?) 
model and the one the factory boys 
ride. If you wantto buy one,call Joe 
up at South Bay Motorcycles (2001 
Artesia Blvd., Redondo Beach, 
California 90728), and be prepared 
to wait a while. o

To understand the Penton Mint 
at all, one has to understand John 
Penton at least a little bit. You see, 
John has this philosophy (See Oc- 
tober 1973 DIRT BIKE) about what 
a motorcycle should be. First off, he 
does not believe that a motorcycle 
should be just a single-purpose 
machine if its intended for sale to 
the mass market. What's fine for 
Roller DeCoster may not be quite 
so fine for the person riding in the

195 Beginner/under six/albino 
dwarf/blind-in-one-eye class. Even 
more so, when that class might be 
in motocross one week, in a desert 
race the next and in an enduro the 
weekend after. 

Much of this attitude is harbored 
by John because of his locale: Ohio. 
While on the West Coast, it’s possi- 
ble to race "your" kind of racing 
year-round, it's not always possible 
to motocross on the shore of Lake 
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Erie in December. 

Same goes for the entire upper 
half of the whole country. 

Most folks think winter spells the 
end of riding on the East Coast. Not 
so. Unless the weather has been 
bastardly foul (like 28 feet of snow 
overnight), you'll find some kind of 
an event going on. Eastern Hare 
Scrambles, they call ’em in some 
parts. Hare Hound Scrambles in 
other parts. Snow Scrambles in 
others. Or in the early spring, they 
might have a mud-o-cross, whether 
they want to call it that or not. As 
soonas the mud starts to dry upa bit 
(March or so), enduro season is 
back in full swing. In the middle of 
a mosquito-laden typical eastern 
summer, nobody with a grain of 
sense more than the average roost- 
er would want to ride an enduro. 
So it’s trail riding time — ora 
motocross or two. 

Which wraps it up in a nutshell. 
You wanna ride — you better havea 
versatile bike. Or two bikes. John 
desperately wants everybody in 
the U.S. of A. to owna Penton, so he 
attempts to make all of his motorcy- 
cles as universal as possible. 

And, in the process, damned near 
loses sight of reality. In its desper- 
ate attempt to be “everybike,” the 
Penton almost does not have any 
true personality. 

Try to describe the handling ofthe 
250 Penton to a friend. He'll ask,

"Well then," he asks, "it bites 
real good when turning, eh?"

Next up came the YZ. They 
seemed more evenly matched, but 
the YZ spent much of its time 
waggling the rear end under accel- 
eration and attempting to lift the 
front end. It wasatoss-up, with half 
the wins going to the Penton and 
the remainder to the Yammie. But 
one thing stood out — the Penton 


always got off the line with no has- 
sle. Just dump the load and lean 
forward. The tire would hook up 
reasonably well and the bike would 
not deviate from its original path. 
While the YZ was engaging in 
gymnastics to maintain traction, the 
Penton didn't seem to care. 
Neither the YZ nor the Penton 
seemed to have the vital low-end 
punch out of the turns that the Elsi- 
nore did and all three bikes 
seemed to be fairly even down the 
straights. However, all other things

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first in to that all-important first 
turn more often than the other two 
bikes we've just mentioned. 

As indicated earlier, the Penton 
was not exactly a pure joy to ride. 
The hump on the back side of the 
tank made assuming the forward 
position awkward and the too-high 
bars made the rider feel like it was 
sit-up-and-beg-for-the-cookie time. 

But when you realize that most 
of enduro riding and trail riding is 
done seated, you see clearly why 
John has opted for those bars. Yes, 
you can stand up with those bars — 
for a while. But you feel better sit- 
ting right back down again. So, 
John's total compromise seems to 
show the first bit of partisanism, 
eh? Yes indeedy. It is an enduro 
layout, first and foremost. The go- 
fast stuff was added to the basic en- 
duro package. Pegs, bars, control 
levers, shift lever and brake pedal 
are all placed for sit-down riding. 
Yet, the power output of the engine 
is clearly motocrossy. No way you 
can call the thing a stump-puller. 
Actually, the power of the 250 is 
much like their 175 Jackpiner — 
only about 25-percent stronger all 
the way through the band. 

That shouldn't be so surprising, 
since a large number of the compo- 
nents are interchangeable. The en- 
tire gearbox, for instance, is identi- 
cal. Outer cases are the same, but 
the inner cases are beefed up. Al- 
though the engine looks identical 
to the 175, a closer inspection 
shows that only the head is a carry- 
over. And even that has been pro- 
filed to accept the 250 piston. 

Stand back and take another look 
at the entire motorcycle; hmmm. It 
even looks like the 175 frame. But, 
we are told, itisn't. Supposed to be 
an inch longer somewhere. We put 
the tape to it and, other than a 
slightly longer swingarm, could not 
find any differences. The gussets 
on the frame are larger and longer 
here and there, but, like we said, 
the similarity is astounding. 

Which brings us to a fairly valid 
point: Where does John Penton get 
off charging $1600 for the motorcy- 
cle? Yes, it’s a very fast motorcycle, 
but the bike appears to be in some- 
what of an unprepared, or hastily 
thought out, state. It appears that, 
like many of the expensive bikes 
offered today, the rider will have to 
sink some of his own money in to 
make it "right." This is almost an 
unforgivable attitude on the part of 
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these manufacturers. Yes, it's won- 
derful to charge the customer a 
bucket full of money for a bike if 
you can get him to part with it. No, 
it's not fair to ask the same customer 
to expect anything less than a 
totally ready bike. 

The shortcomings are not all that 
many, butthey are highly irritating. 
Naturally, the first thing you have 
to do is start the machine. And the 
kickstarter is a wimpy thing that 
looks like it was stolen off an old 
Renault's shifting linkage. We've 
heard reports that they're fragile 
and break easily, but ours held up 
well. Apparently the earliest mod- 
els had the most problems with this 
— and the later models have been 
strengthened. 

Back to the kicker — it's high and 
awkwardly placed. Move it in a 
very short arc in an attempt to get 
the engine running, and it goes 
ker-thunk into the footpeg. And in 
the process, it spins the motor 
about a jillion times. Better have a 
strong leg or park on top of a hill. 
Still, the bike started easily if you 
could spin the motor. 

Once it lights off, the low sound 
emitted from the grungus-looking 
pipe is a pleasant surprise. Like all 
Pentons we've tested, this one is 
very quiet. All bikes should be this 
quiet — then we wouldn't have the 
land hassles that now haunt us. 
Only one thing bothers us aboutthe 
pipe — and that is the way it hangs 
out in the air. Several test riders 
complained that it rubbed and 
bumped into the back of the thigh 
when moving around the bike. But 
it didn't burn them in the process. 
All things considered, though, 
we'd leave the silencing part ofthe 
pipe intact and try to tuck it in a bit 
tighter. Hopefully, an accessory 
manufacturer can come up with a 
quiet low-pipe version of this one. 
But one that is no louder — please. 

When riding the Penton 250, the 
suspension appears to be slightly 
too firm at first, but when you really 
pound the bike into a few ruts and 
holes, it becomes apparent that it is 
simply not beefed up enough. 
Heavier springs on the Girlings 
and another ten pounds on the fork 
springs would be a good place to 
start. If the rider is very light — say 
120 — he more than likely would 
find no shortcomings, but average 
weight riders picked up on this 
quickly. Heavier riders just shook 
their heads. While we're mention- 
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ing suspension, how's about giving 
a healthy kick at the Girlings while 
they're down? Anything we can do 
to get this shock company shaped 
up must be a step in the right direc- 
tion. Girlings equal shortlife, equal 
poor quality control; the basic step 
in the wrong direction we have all 
come to know and love. 

At first, one tends to think the 
Penton 250 is peaky. But the more 
the bike is ridden, the more one 
comes to understand the power- 
band. The only time low end seems 
weak is moving off from a dead

start. Once the rider learns that the 
faster he is going, the earlier he can 
shiftup a gear, the Penton becomes 
much easier to ride. As long as the 
rider is doing 20-25 miles per hour, 
he can lug the engine fairly well in 
a taller gear. 

All things considered, though, 
the powerband is more suited to an 
Intermediate or Expert enduro 
rider than to a Novice. There are 
easier, more gentle powerbands to 
be had on the market. Sad thing is, 
however, none of them are housed

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Brace yourself. The information you 
are aboutto read in the following pages 
is much more serious than we thought. 
At first, we planned to merely test all the 
gas line filters we could find and see 
which one was better. Then we'd tell 
you, and you'd know. Nice and simple, 
eh? 

Not so. 

We found out that not only are many 
ofthe filters useless, butin point of fact, 
MANY ARE CAPABLE OF DAMAGING 
YOUR ENGINE. Read it again, loud and 
clear. MANY ARE CAPABLE OF 
DAMAGING YOUR ENGINE. 

We don't wantto make this sound like 
a scare tactic, but we do strongly sus- 
pect that many of the seized engines 
could have been caused by using the 
wrong kind of fuel line filter. 

Why do you install a fuel line filter 
anyway? For protection, of course. Try 
to keep dirt and crud out of the carb and 
the engine. You and I both know thatthe 
small particles of dirt can act as abra- 
sives and literally grind away at vital 
internals — shortening engine life dras- 
tically. Even worse — crud can cause a 
carb slide to stick open — or get in the 
jets and lean them out to the point of 
seizure. 

Further on in this test, you'll find that 
we used abouta half-gram of industrial 
standard coarse air dust in our testing. 
This is about as much as one aspirin 
tablet. Not a lot of dirt, really. If you 


' think aboutit, there's usually that much 


hanging around the filler spout of your 
gas can, or a ridge a quarter-inch thick 
all over the outside of your tank. This 
makes the chance of at least a half- 
gram of dirt entering your tank not only 
a distinct possibility, but a threat. 

Yet, our findings show that most of 
the filters tested would slow or stop gas 
flow with less than a half-gram of dirt 
induced. But not without warning. The 
way we watched the gas flow react to 
dirt under controlled conditions indi- 
cates that it would most likely lower the 
level of the float bowl. Enough so to 
cause a lean condition at first — then 
seizure. 

We can only sit and silently wonder 
how many engines have been seized 
because of lean running engines — 
caused by riders trying to protect that 
very same engine. By installing a highly 
restrictive filter. 

DIRT BIKE has bemoaned many 
times in the past the fact that a large 
number of bikes flow marginally 
through restrictive petcocks and fuel 
line fittings. The choice of an incorrect 
filter can only compound this to absurd 
proportions. 

We're just as surprised as you — so 
read this article carefully — then run 
out and see what kind of filter you have 
on that fuel line of yours. That motor 
needs all the help it can get — give ita 
fighting chance.

GAS FILTER

launched the fuel filter 
flurry of scientific curiosity. We 


went out and rented white scien- 
tists’ smocks from a costumer in 
Hollywood. We obtained burettes, 
flasks, stopwatches, vials and other 
paraphernalia. We purchased de- 
grees from M.I.T. for each of us 
from a forger we know in Venice. 
We got hold of some — believe it or 
not, this stuff exists — industrial 
standard dirt. Then we begged,

borrowed or bought a bunch of fil- 
ters. We purchased gas line. We got 
beer for the testers. You can’t get 
any more scientific than that. 

Our original intention was to run 
a fuel filter on a motorcycle with 
dirt in the tank and see how much 
the filter collected after running a 
gallon of gas through. But no one 
would volunteer their motorcycle. 
And the prospect of filter after fil- 
ter, gallon after gallon, test after 
test, simply boggled our minds. Be- 
sides, it wouldn’t be scientific 
enough, what with all the different 
kinds of riding we'd have to do to 
keep from becoming bored and all. 
So we abandoned that idea before it 
got off the kickstand, so to speak. 


Even a superficial visual examination reveals that most filters don’t. Look at the 


difference. Clean pre-mix is on the left. 
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Instead, we set up a burette on a 
handy wall, attached 12 inches of 
fuel line to it, and then we were 
ready. Our first procedure was to be 
measuring the gas flow through the 
equipment without any filter. Then 
through all the test subjects, timing 
each. Next we intended to add a 
small amount of water to the 
gasoline sample and watch what 
happened when we tried to run that 
through the filters. 

Second phase testing was really 
going to be scientific. First the 
coarse contaminants would be 
measured carefully into a gas sam- 
ple. Now remember, industrial 
standard "coarse" is not exactly 
ball bearings; coarse here means 5 
— 200 microns and a micron is one 
millionth of a meter (a meter is 
about a yard, remember?) After 
running through the filter, the con- 
taminated sample would be sealed 
and marked, keying it to a given 
filter. Then the entire series would 
be repeated using the fine indus- 
trial dirt; this stuff ran from 5 to 80 
microns in size. 

At the end of phase two testing, 
we were going to deliver the con- 
taminated gasoline to George, a 
friendly scientistand bike freak we 
know. He offered to measure the 
amount of junk in the gas samples 
on his high-precision lab scale. 
Now that's scientific! 

The last test planned for the fil- 
ters was one last hookup to the rig 
and another timed run with the 
measured quantity of gasoline — 
pure this time. We just wanted to 
see ifthe flow would be affected by 
all the dirt-type tests. 

The only thing we left out of the 
schedule was a vibration test. No 
one could figure a way to do it 
without exceeding our $38 budget, 
short of using the motorcycle test 
bed that we'd rejected earlier. But 
then we rationalized that although 
the performance of a filter might 
change while vibrating, any 
changes would be proportionate. 
In other words, a good filter would 
be a good filter, vibrating or not. 

Before starting our tests, we did 
one more thing to assure our integ- 
rity; we attached numbers to the 
filters and listed all our findings by 
number, not by name. We hoped 
that would eliminate any personal 
bias. We also included more than 
one sample ofthe popular brands to 
determine if manufacturing toler- 
ances would affect performance. 
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Four ofthe five NFC filters are shown 
here. We saw allthree little 
ones seize, big one leak. 


This is the plunger-type NFC. It acted like its little cousins.

The first part of the Great Yellow 
DIRT BIKE Inline Fuel Filter Test 
almost went according to plan. We 
positioned the burette and the fuel 
line, poured in 500cc of pure pre- 
mix (Mobil premium and Klotz, 
32:1), and carefully ran the half- 
liter through the scientific looking 
apparatus. We stopwatched this. 
Then we ran the pre-mix through 
each filter and timed the process. 
Some we ran twice, some even

more than that, when one of the 
testers said "Ready" and another 
said "Oops," for instance. 

So far so good. But then came the 
first snag. The recording secretary 
demanded that the flow rates be 
listed in gallons per hour. Page 
after page of paper was trashed as 
the participants attempted to trans- 
late some odd number of seconds 
per 500cc into gallons per hour. 
Many 1974 DIRT BIKE Calendar 
and Biker's Almanacs were used up 
in this effort. But no one could 
agree on the correct ratio. Finally, 
Heyberger, the Pennsylvania 
Pragmatist, hit upon a solution. 
Rerun all the tests using a pint of 
gasoline instead of that foreign 
measurement. Then all we'd have 
todo would be multiply everything 
by eight to get gallons. This break- 
through in scientific method was 
immediately adopted and the tests 
were rerun, starting with the flow 
rate for just the apparatus without a 
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Procedure was repeated with a new 
sample for each filter tested. 


filter. That was 26.47 gallons per 
hour. This was more than adequate, 
since the average 400cc racing bike 
demands six gallons of fuel an hour, 
theoretically. 

The first revelation came when 
we hooked up the filters. They 
were all restrictive. Gas flows var- 
ied from 22.5 gallons an hour to 
9.78. We felt that 9.78 was getting 
scary. A little bit less, and float 
bowls start emptying and engines 
start baking. And this was with pure 
pre-mix. With no contaminants. 
Everyone was happy that their 
motors hadn't been volunteered for 
the test. 

Our next bit of news occurred 
when we added 25cc of water to our 
original pint of pre-mix. Surely 
condensation and/or sabotage 
could resultin water being found in 
vour gas tank. Twenty-five cubic 
centimeters looked like a lot in the 
burette, but that's not too much to 
expect in an entire tank, we fig- 
ured; besides, we needed enough 
to be able to see it. Our test filters 
performed miserably, we thought. 
None completely stopped the 
water and several let water through 
faster than gas. Great, huh? 

Discouraged, but still plodding 
along in the great tradition of al- 
chemists everywhere, we started 
phase two: the dirt! Our test consul- 
tant had recommended two to five 
grams of industrial standard dirt 
suspended in a solution with some 
stuff called M5, but this made a

jelly that clogged the test filter, 
each and every time. "This ain't 
right," said Rondo. "I wouldn'tuse 
that one if they gave me a lifetime 
supply," sez Super. "One ofthem is 
a lifetime supply for your engine,” 
said the Pa. Dutchman. 

We decided that perhaps we'd 
been a little too generous with the 
industrial standard junk, so we re- 
duced the amount to approximately 
half a gram and left out the M5 al- 
together, substituting a lot of shak- 
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ing and stirring for this suspension

notice that the gasoline was dirty, 
and those that won't pass dirt or 
gasoline! 

This totally destroyed any re- 
maining enthusiasm we might have 
felt for fuel filters, or for testing 
them. So we packaged the samples 
from the filters that didn't clog and 
sent them offto the lab. We decided 
not to even try the fine contami- 
nants. We justran clean gas through 
the few filters that hadn't clogged, 
timed that, and then we quit. 


THE RESULTS

Descriptions ofthe filters tested Just like the Atomic Energy Commission, DIRT BIKE has waste disposal procedures.

and their performances as we ob- 
served them are listed below. The 
order that they are listed is the 
order tested, not any indication of 
rank. Read on and find out how true 
that is. 

The results we obtained from the 
lab are based on the following 
techniques: The gasoline was 
passed through a .45 micron milli- 
pore filter using a vacuum process; 
the residue was washed with pet- 
roleum ether to remove any oil and 
then dried and weighed (this de- 
termined the amount of junk re- 
tained by the filter); lastly, the re- 
sidue was examined under a mic- 
roscope (to find out the largest par- 
ticle to pass through). We didn’task 
for a distribution of all the smaller 
particles that also came through; 
that would have been too expen- 
sive and time-consuming. 


Griswold Mfg. 
Description: Two-piece white 
plastic, screwed together, about 
1%-inch diameter, brass screen in- 
nards; price varies: $1.00 — $1.25; 
sold by several distributors. 

Performance: 9.78 gallons per 
hour (“GPH” from now on) flow 
rate when clean; water ran right 
through; so did dirt; 9.57 GPH flow 
after the dirt test. 

Comments: Several samples 
were obtained from different dis- 
tributors, but all were judged to be 
identical in performance — poor! 
These were the most restrictive fil- 
ters tested when clean and the least 
restrictive for dirt during that part 
of the test. Nearly 100 percent of 
the junk in the gas went right 
through. We cannot recommend 
this filter. 


Nylon Filter Corp. 

Description: Conical, two sealed 
parts, interior (sometimes red) 
supports a nylon mesh, two inches 
long; price varies greatly with dis- 
tributor, from $.73 to $1.79; sold by 
almost everyone, including a dis- 
count market where we bought one 
of our samples, the $1.79 one. 

Performance: 18 GPH flow rate 
when clean; water went through 
quicker than gasoline did; contam- 
inant-filtering was not tested (see 
below). 

Comments: All samples of this 
filter yielded exactly the same fig- 
ures — no matter where we got 
them and what color they were. 
They all flowed 18 GPH clean and 
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no gallons per hour dirty. This style 
filteris too efficient! It will stop any 
and all dirt from reaching your carb, 
but it looks like any junk in your gas 
will make it stop entirely, seizing 
your engine tighter than Super's 
belt after three pizzas and a six- 
pack. 

Because it clogged up and quit 
before half the contaminated pint 
was through, we didn't bother to 
lab test the gasoline sample. 

We cannot recommend this filter 
either. 


Carfilter 


Description: Sealed plastic disc, 
134-inch diameter, ceramic filter 
inside; price is $.95. 

Performance: 12.16 GPH when 
clean; did good job of trapping 
water; flunked dirt test; contami- 
nants not weighed. 

Comments: We thought the 
12.16 flow rate was too restrictive 
when we measured it (remember, 
without a filter the flow was 26.47 
GPH), but it really didn't matter.

He also plays with your mind. He 
starts everyone out with a couple of 
exercises; "solo training" that you 
can practice on your own later. 
Simple stuff like riding around a 
barrel without putting your foot 
down. Like putting about in second 
gear with the front wheel locked 
up, releasing the brake only when 
you start to go down. Or approach- 
ing a slippery corner in gear, clutch 
in, rear tire sliding, turning, pop- 
ping the clutch and motoring away. 
Easy, but everyone was falling off. 
After trying it — and failing — long 
enough, you feel like a fool. Which 
is what Russ wanted. Now you're 
going to be receptive, 'cause you're 
not nearly as good as you thought 
you were. 

Then you start going corner to 
corner on the track. Walking. And 
Russ tells you stories and asks you 
for lines. Then he tells you where 
you really should be riding. It's alla 
part of what he calls the "profes- 
sional line," a technique for pick- 
ing your way around the course that 
preserves your body and energy 


while those about you are having 
their bio-rhythms bounced and bat- 
tered into chaos. 

Russ Darnell repeats all the ad- 
vice you've read about how to win. 
He teaches you to make the course 
into a series of straight lines con- 
nected with sharp corners. He 
makes you use your legs to control 
the bike over jumps. He em- 
phasizes the importance of using 
your head as well as your wrist. But 
the stuff begins to make sense now 
that you can see it happening. 

Then, because each student is 
corrected and encouraged con- 
stantly, a transformation begins. 
Suddenly you feel right! You start 
bouncing off berms the way it's 
supposed to be done, for the right 
reasons, too — not just because you 
saw Marty Tripes do it and thought 
it looked neat.

What do you do when there’s 
nothing left to do? Chrome it. 


Alex Steel’s business card is so 
misleading that it’s almost a lie. It 
advertises marine and aircraft fuel 
tanks, and states that Alex 
specializes in aircraft welding. 
That’s all wrong. Alex Steel isn’t 
an aerospace contractor; he’s re- 
ally a maniac. 

Proof of his mania is the Steel 
Wombat, a chrome-framed, alloy- 
tanked 125 racer. The machine is 
not a Hodaka anymore. Alex took 
the Wombat and extended it 
beyond all reason, extrapolating it 
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until calling it a "modified 
Hodaka” makes no sense. Instead, 
the Steel Wombat has become its 
own reason for existence. Like a 
chopper. Like sculpture. This bike 
is an expression of the mind and 
personality of Alex Steel. 

Not every Hodaka fiddler is 
going to go as far as Alex did. To 
begin with, there’s no need to. Still, 
the Steel Wombat didn’t start as an 
exercise in modern art. It was 
purchased as a replacement for 
Steve Steel’s racing Rat. Then Alex 
made a few modifications to please 
his son. Some things to make it go 
faster, first of all. Working with Bob 
Brooks, Alex opened up the Victory

port and bored the cylinder slightly 
to install the next-over piston and 
tighten up clearances. The piston 
ring locating pin was changed to 
match later Combat Wombat specs 
and eliminate the possibility of 
hanging it up. Actually only a mild 
porting job was done, to the dimen- 
sions Pabatco recommends, but 
Alex went all out on the engine in- 
take and exhaust. He builta special 
air box and, like everything he 
does, it combines form and func- 
tion. It's enormous and houses a

giant Filtron held tight by two wing 
nuts — for maintenance ease — 
both of which are safety wired, 
naturally! The polished aluminum 
sides are number plates held with 
Dzus fasteners. The whole thing is 
shaped so that it positively flows 
around the frame and pipe. 

That pipe is another example of 
the Steel philosophy. It crosses 
over the engine so it’s not in the 
rider’s way and is safe from dings 
and bashes. Because Alex built it, 
it’s designed to last. A hose clamp 
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holds it on its rear rubber mount 
and three springs do the job up 
front. The fact that it slides right out 
of the frame when unfastened is 
another Alex Steel touch. The 
chamber is patterned on the right 
side pipe of a Yamaha TA-250 road 
racer. All the dimensions are the 
same, only the folds and bends are 
different. This pipe lets the little 
Hodaka plant rev, but doesn’t make 
it peaky. Other changes to the en- 
gine were straight-cut gears and the 
substitution of a close-ratio road 
racing gearbox. The Wombat unit 
was too widely spaced for 125 class 
racing after making the motor 
changes. 


Alex also did things to the Wom- 
bat to make it handle. He used baby 
Cerianis and manufactured his own 
backing plate for a Bultaco hub and 
brake laced to a DID. The Cerianis 
had to be lengthened, an endeavor 
Alex doesn’t recommend for novice 
machinists. He cut the frame and 
lowered it 1% inches and then got 
rid of the old swingarm. The new 
one is 4130, box-shaped, and rides 
on nylon — not rubber — bushings. 
With it, the Wombat slides better 
and doesn't twitch. Cont'd. 
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While the original rear brake was 
maintained, the backing plate and 
brake stay were modified. The new 
cable-operated floater works with 
the Curnutt shocks to eliminate 
rear-end hop. Alex intends to mar- 
ket both the swingarm and the rear 
floater as kits — if he decides that 
there's enough interest. 

Alex also did a few things to the 
Wombat to advertise his trick parts; 
you know, the stuff we told you 
about in the June 73 issue: fancy 
footpegs, alloy tank and light- 
weight brake pedal. The tank is the

most obvious Steel piece, being 
super-shiny and light, but all his 
parts, from fender brackets to air 
boxes, show the same attention to 
detail. It makes the Steel Wombat 
synergistic: the whole is greater 
than the sum of the parts. The bike 
just sits there, inviting you to crawl 
all over it, under it, around it. You 
find yourself sticking your fingers 
in places and fondling the 
machined pieces — then carefully 
polishing your greasy fingerprints 
off and feeling guilty. 

Alex Steel went too far. He ad- 
mits it. "Any practical racer would 
be mild steel, painted flat black — 
one coat. So you can torch it and 
move things around. But I’m a per- 
fectionist, and I knew this frame

PART FOUR 


How to trail ride until noon without drinking a single beer

In previous parts of this series, 
you have seen with your own 
eyes the magnificent tricks that 
some of my friends can do on 
their scooters. And by hanging 
around, I have learned a few of 
these tricks myself, including the 
astonishing feat of being able to 
ride until nearly noon without 
having even one beer. 

I have been careful to tell you 
about momentum on a steep bank 
and using throttle to keep the 
frame up off a rock; however, you 
may suspect that there are even 
more secrets and you may won- 
der if I have told them all.

In the matter of riding until 
nearly noon without drinking any 
beer, the trick is to begin riding 
at about 20 minutes after eleven. 
This is the kind of savvy that 
comes only through vast experi- 
ence and cunning. You just don't 
get this tvpe of solid information 
in your ordinary magazines. 

If vou look closely at some of 
the pictures, you will see what 
appears to be a rubber duck 
glued onto the top of Gene 
Hirschmann's helmet. What it is, 
actually, is a rubber duck. 

One day we had been riding all 
morning without any beer and 
stopped at about 11:30 for some 
refreshment. Hirschmann proba- 
bly thought I was just being my 
natural polite self if he noticed 
that I was busy caddying for him 
— popping the tops and carting 
away the empties. I was craftily 
worming my way into his confi- 
dence, hoping to extract from him 
the rationale of the rubber duck. 

At about 20 minutes after two, 
when we were considering hav- 
ing another go at riding, Gene 
confided the theory of the rubber 
duck. 

Ducks are no dummies. When 
this one sees that a crash is im- 
minent, he naturally wants to flee 
the scene, so he starts flapping 
his wings. The resulting lift can 
haul a bike out of nearly any pre- 
dicament, provided the rider 
clings tightly to the handlebars. 

However, there are times when 
one duckpower just won't hack it. 
When the going looks really rough, 
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Ever alert and 
faithful, this 

coveted accessory is 
Gene's little 

friend and savior. 
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Gene takes aboard his dog. As 
everybody knows, poodles have 
an incredible sense of balance 
and they don't like to crash, 
either. The dog sits on the seat 
behind the rider and functions 
exactly like the crew on a racing 
sailboat. When the thing is heel- 
ing over to port, the dorky dog 
lets it all hang over the starboard 
side. He also growls and bites at 
people who are trying to pass, 
which is sometimes a useful 
thing. 

Seeing Gene assembling his 
menagerie for the afternoon ride 
was so overwhelming to those of 
us not blessed with a scientific 
mind that we all decided to post- 
pone riding until about 3:20. It 
was pretty hot anyway. 

Shep started complaining. He 
said I hadn't taken any pictures of 
him doing anything difficult and 
his buddies might think he had 
lost the touch. I was moved by 
this. I moved over to the ice 
chest again and considered the 
matter. 

"Shep," I said, "vou ride up 
the trail there until you find 
something really difficult to do. 
Ill be along in a minute and take 


your picture doing it." 

Which we proceeded to do, ex- 
actly as outlined above. I couldn't 
find my duck but I did manage to 
locate my camera and started up 
the trail looking for Shep. 

When I got to the place, he was 
ready to go. He had propped the 
bike up against a tall tree and an- 
nounced that he was going to ride 
up one side and down the other. 
I took a picture of him getting 
ready to start. 

Then, the film advance lever 
on my camera wouldn't move any 
more so I knew I was out of film. 

While he rode up one side and 
down the other, I continued act- 
ing like I was taking pictures for 
a reason I will mention in a min- 
ute. However, I don't have the 
actual photos of Shep riding on 
the tree, so vou'll just have to 
take my word for it. 

To be completely honest about 
it, I thought he rode a little too 
fast on the way back down the 
tree. This is only a minor flaw in 
his performance and, as you 
know, different riders have dif- 
ferent styles when riding in trees. 
My own preference, when com- 
ing down, is to ride extremely 
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slow. 

The reason I didn't admit to 
being out of film leads to perhaps 
the greatest secret of all, which I 
discovered all by myself. Just by 
pushing your finger on the shut- 
ter button a guy can get engines 
overhauled, flat tires fixed, and 
all sorts of miraculous things ac- 
complished without even getting 
your hands dirty. 

What vou do is get some DIRT 
BIKE Magazine stickers and put 
some on your camera. Then you 
get a Super Hunky sweatshirt and 
tell everybody that it is OFFI- 
CIAL. Then you hint that you are 
on an assignment to take some 
pictures. j 

That’s all you need. If you get a 
flat tire, you say, "Hey, that 
would make a really neat set of 
pictures for the magazine. You do 
it while I shoot." 

If you want your bike put into 
the truck, you say, "I'd like to get 
a picture of how experts load up a 
bike." There will be 30 guys 
fighting to put your bike up 
there. 

But you have to keep acting 
like there is some film in your 
camera. o

Make your Yammie forks better than Betor by Rondo Talbot 


If all the poor forks in the world 
were laid end to end, the line 
would probably reach to Mars and 
back several times. Literally 
thousands of Yamahas, Kawasakis, 
Hondas and Suzukis have been 
sold to a wide-eyed public with 
suspenders that would be inade- 
quate on a shopping cart loaded 
with ten bucks’ worth of groceries. 
And ten bucks doesn’t buy a lot of 
food nowadays. But it does buy a 
cure for those forks we were just 
sniveling about. All except the 
Honda forks, that is. 

We got this new fork kit from No. 
1 Products for a product evalua- 
tion. They make kits for all- 
aluminum slider-forked Yamahas, 
Kawasakis and  Suzukis. This 
includes 125, 175, 250 and 360 
models across the line, including 
the enduro and MX versions. We 
requested a kit to fit a Yamaha 


Enduro, because we had a 1973 
360 sitting in the plush, well- 
ventilated DB garage. This bike 
had the usual grim Yammie forks 
and was in painfully standard 
condition, right down to its bent 
turn signals. If any set of forks ever 
needed help, this one did. 

Out came the milk crate and up 
went the bike. First, we took off 
the front wheel (which seemed 
like a good thing to do at the time) 
and set it off to one side. It was 
necessary to detach cables and 
such, but we left the speedo in the 
wheel. 

Following the instructions (ade- 
quate), we removed the fender, 
then popped out the Allen head 
screw in the bottom of the fork 
legs. Oil promptly spurted over 
everything. We recommend using 
a bucket to catch the oil, or do as 
we did and have the cat come over 


and lick up the standard fish oil 
Yamaha supplies. 

After removing the sliders from 
each leg, we turned them over and 
we drained them thoroughly — 
nothing will fall out, so don't worry 
about losing parts. 

We then slid the cone off from 
the bottom of the damper rod (fork 
piston). It just slides off. The 
instructions say that on some 
Suzukis and Kawasakis, the cones 
may be stuck on the damper rod 
and it may be necessary to remove 
the pin at the top of the damper rod 
and remove the upper bushing. 

Off came the fork caps and out 
came the springs. We had to jiggle 
the bars back to accomplish this. 
The tricky part came on the snap 
ring removal. We used a pair of 
worn snap ring pliers and the job 
was a real pain. But after we 
hassled them off, the entire 
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Here's the sequence of parts — this kit has a rebound spring included; 
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some others don't need one. 


damper rod assembly came out. 
We had to yank to get the assembly 
out. All the hardware was laid out 
on some high-grade newspaper. 

Then the damper rod was 
reassembled according to the 
directions with the new parts and 
everything was slipped back into 
place. The snap ring was popped 
back into its slot. Or at least, we 
thought it was. A word of caution 
here. After we completed the 
assembly, the right fork leg came 
off. Make sure that the snap ring is 
in its groove. If you don't, you're 
going to be in a world of hurt. After 
trying again, we got it properly 
seated and installed two of the 
supplied fiber washers in the 
underside of each cone. These 
block off the flow of oil through the 
cones. 

Everything was buttoned in its 
place according to the instructions, 
then the springs were inserted in 
the tubes (yes, the stock springs) 
and the caps snugged down. This 
is a must so the Allen screws can 
be retightened. Then the fork caps 
were removed again and oil added. 
We used 20-weight for a starting 
point. The rest of the necessaries 
were bolted back on and the wheel 
reinstalled. The next day, we rode 
the machine. 

Fantastic. Absolutely fantastic. 
The ride was as soft as any set of 
Cerianis or Betors we have ever 
ridden. It did make the rear end 
feel worse, making a replacement 
set of shocks for the rear a must. 
But we have nothing but praise for 
the front end. No impact came 
through the bars and even with all 
the heavy junk on the front end, 
the forks faithfully followed 
the bumps and undulations. We 
noticed some slight weeping of oil 
past the seals, which is strange for 
Yamaha forks. We can't explain 
that, but perhaps the seals were 
scratched during assembly. It 
would be a good idea to install 
new seals just to play it safe. We 
can hardly wait to try a set of No. 1 
fork kits on a Yamaha or Suzuki 
motocrosser. They have a lot less 
weight to cope with and should 
work even better. This is a good 
product.

We did something you're not 
supposed to do with a 100cc racing 
bike. We raced it. Notthat racing in 
itself is a bad thing to do with the 
brand, sparkling new Yamaha 100 
MX; not at all. It's just that the bike 
is intended for smaller riders. Face 
it; there aren't all that many 
200-pounders running in the trail- 
bike class. But we did it. 

One very large editor (approxi- 
mately 210 pounds dry) and one 
fairly large editor (170 pounds dry) 
entered the test bike in a three- 
hour team desert race. We figured if 
it would hold up under us, it would 
hold up under any abuse it might 
receive with normal 100 class rid-

ers aboard. 

The event was held by the CRC, 
waaaay out in the middle of no- 
where — 15 miles south of Barstow, 
right off of (get this) Side Winder 
Road. Rules were simple: two rid- 
ers and one or two bikes of the same 
displacement, and the riders had to 
switch every lap. The course was 
20 miles around and full of rocks 
and ruts. We elected to use the 
Yamaha with no backup bike. 

Much preparation was taken on 
the Saturday before the race in 
order to give the little Yammie a 
fighting chance. Every nut and bolt 
on the bike was Loctited and dou- 
ble checked. Spokes were tight-

ened and both wheels trued. Close 
inspection showed that the 
muffler/stinger bracket had already 
parted company from the rubber 
mount. This happened on the 125 
MX that we tested last month, so it's 
obvious that this is a weak spot on 
the small displacement Yamaha 


racers. We made a stronger bracket 
out of a piece of strap metal and 
hooked it in place. More on that 
later. 

Because we would be operating 
at very high rpm most of the race, a 
spark plug one range colder was in- 
stalled in the central plug hole, 


with the standard B8ES plug in the 
side hole as a backup. More on that 
later, too. 

Our test bike was running 
slightly on the rich side, but we de- 
cided to leave italone for the event. 
Better to be slightly rich than 
slightly lean. Better yet to be right 
on the button, but such is fate at 
times. 

The gas tank capacity on the 100 
is only 1.59 gallons and we were 
worried about even making 20 
miles out of that tank. 

Efforts to fit a larger tank were 

thwarted because of the Yamaha 
tank tabs. They're simply too wide 
to allow an accessory tank to be 
mounted without drilling them off 
the frame. Back on the shelf went 
the five-gallon cross-country tank. 
Sure would have been nice, 
though. 
The normal Yamaha gas cap was 
obviously going to be a pain in the 
gas when refueling. It's a small 
unit, barely big enough to put a 
funnel in, and a vent hose compli- 
cates matters. Too, a cork gasket is 
just waiting to fall in the dirt during 
refueling. We solved that problem 
by gluing it to the gas cap with 
some Silicone Seal. That stuff is 
largely unaffected by gas and did 
the job well.

One additional problem area was 
the capacity of the oil injection 
unit. For motocross, it's just fine. 
But we were doubtful as to its abil- 
ity to go more than a tank of gas. 
Even with the injection unit, the 
manual advises the owner to run a 
light oil ration in the gas. We sus- 
pectthat most owners will scrap the 
injection unit. Why do both? As it 
turned out, we were able to get two 
loops out of one full injection bag, 
then had to refill. Fifty miles would 
be questionable — 60 would be 
dangerous. 
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Because the rear wheel had no 
rimlocks on it (and we were too lazy 
to install them), we drilled a few 
holes in the rim and put in several 
sheetmetal screws. From past ex- 
perience, we knew that the tube 
stem would get pulled through if 
we didn't do this. Other than 
changing bars and grips (personal 
preference), the bike was left 
alone. Naturally we did all the 
usual maintenance, like filter, 
chain, etc. Just in case of trouble, 
though, we stuck a bunch oftools in 
a bag and put them on the back fen- 
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Much of the good manners were because of the Mikuni carb. 


der with some bungee cords. No 
provision is made on the bike for 
carrying tools, but the spot right 
behind the saddle and between the 
frame loop is ideal. 

That was it. The Yamaha was as 
ready as it was ever going to be. 
The bike had been broken in prop- 
erly and was now about to be sub- 
jected to cruel and unusual 
punishment. 

Practice proved somewhat un- 
settling. Neither rider felt comfort- 
able on the bike. It's clearly de- 
signed for smaller riders. Our

knees were up near the handlebars 
and the standing position was defi- 
nitely uncomfortable. Still, the 
bike was very narrow and a firm 
grip with the knees was possible. 
Rear shocks worked OK, but felt 
too stiff even for our body weight. 
We can only wonder what they 
would feel like to a 120-pound 
rider. Forks were wretched and 
transmitted much shock up to the 
rider’s hands. They rarely bot- 
tomed, but did top out frequently. 
We felt a certain amount of front 
end flex, also. This is one set of 
forks that might benefit from a fork 
brace. Still, no racing bike should 
have to have a fork brace put on it. 
The triple clamps are definitely 
under-designed for the job. 

Front end washout was pro- 
nounced and care had to be taken 
when turning while sitting. To 
keep from losing the front end, the 
rider had to exaggerate his forward 
position uncomfortably. Even with 
the rider as far forward in the sad- 
dle as the tank would allow, a good 
deal of trunk inclination was 
needed. Even then, the skinny 
19-inch tire would wander to the 
outside. If any bike ever needed a 
'2]-incher up front, this one does. 
Neither rider felt comfortable on 
the bike during practice. Oh well. 
To the race. 

At 10 o'clock sharp, the banner 
flopped down and everybody and 
their mother fired up and headed 
for the Unknown. Bikes of all sizes, 
irregardless of displacement, 
number of cylinders, race, creed or 
color, berserked it for the lead. A 
400 Husky spurted ahead of the 
several hundred bikes and the poor 
little yellow Yamaha quickly got 
left behind in the thick dust. 

Strange. Oncethe race was under 
way, all discomfort was forgotten 
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rear brake action.

Our silencer/spark arrestor fell off at Point A, because the bracketat Point B usually dies. 
This is also true on the 125s. 
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and it was just twist the right grip 
and go like hell. The course was 
rocky and very, very dusty. We 
found it almost impossible to see, 
so we decided to ride slightly off 
the marked course in the rough 
stuff. It's better to ride in the gar- 
bage terrain than to eat dust and 
ride blindly. This paid off, as most 
of the riders played follow the 
leader. 

Rocks affected the handling of 
the Yammie more than anything 
else. Again, that wimpy front tire. 
On more than one occasion we had 
to make contact with a rock, and the 
bike would move over to one side, 
rather than climb over the obstacle. 
When this happened, the tire 
would plow in and the bars would 
waggle violently. All we could do 
was lean back and gas it hard. This 
made our course a bit erratic — and 
the ride was one of constant correc- 
tions. Only one spill was experi- 
enced on the first lap, and this hap- 
pened on a very rocky, off-camber 
down-hill. Other than sand in the 
glove, no serious injuries. One 
thing. While the bike was lying on 
its side and the rider was tumbling 


ass over elbows down the hill, the 
motor just contentedly lay there 
and idled. That's nice. 

At the end of the first lap, Team 
DIRT BIKE came in somewhere in 
the top 40 bikes. We were stoked. 
After a very clumsy gas stop that 
looked like a Laurel and Hardy 
rerun, the other rider split for the 
glory and gold atthe end ofthe trail. 

His comments about the second 
lap: “. . . I had to keep it tapped 
all the time. If you backed off the 
throttle for even a moment, you also 
had to go down a gear 
s . Down the fast fireroads, I 
passed up some big bikes. Top end 
on that little 100 is fantastic . . ." 

I had to stand up damn near 
all the time. If you sat down over 
even the smallest bumps, the sus- 
pension would jar you to 
death...” “. . . Because of the 
cramped position, my knees and 
shoulders started to hurt; not from 
tired muscles, but from the un- 
natural way I had to crouch . . ." 

By the end of the third loop, rid- 
ers on the bigger bikes began to 
slow down and the little Yamaha 
started to pick them off in the 


rougher sections. In spite of its sus- 
pension shortcomings, actually the 
machine is very light and doesn't 
vibrate at all. On the fourth lap, 
when traffic had thinned out, at 
least a dozen bigger bikes were 
passed. On the fifth and final lap, 
another dozen machines got passed 
by the Yamaha 100. By the end of 
the race, we were running strongly 
and finished well up front. Exactly 
where, we don't know. Final re- 
sults are not in as of this writing. 
But we did beat at least 80 percent 
of all the bikes entered; of that 
we're sure. 

Many dead bikes were seen 
along the course during the race — 
more than one with a sorely 
wounded set of internals. We fig- 
ured the Yamaha did a good job and 
earned some rest and maybe a cool- 
ing trip to the 25-cent car wash. But 
that was not to be. One of our other 
guys had been racing the Project 
Bike and put a hole in the piston. 
He was out about halfway on the 
course. We had one other big bike 
with us (a new 250 Yammie En- 
duro), but it had received a flat tire 
earlier that day, making it impracti-

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cal for towing. The 100cc Yamaha, 
all battered and bruised, got nomi- 
nated. We popped in a fresh plug, 
because we had fouled one during 
the race. Oh yes. The fixem-up we 
did on the muffler was to no avail. 
Right where the narrowest part of 
the stinger was welded in to the 
pipe had broken during the race 
and the thing had fallen off. 
Strangely, though, the machine 
was still very quiet. All it did was 
kill some of the top end. 

We got a canteen and a tow rope 
and headed for our friend. About 20 
minutes later we found him and he 
immediately drained the canteen, 
then muttered his thanks. 

We had a few doubts as to 
whether the 100 could pull the 
larger bike back in. We didn't want 
to fry the clutch. 

Oh well. One end of the nylon 
rope was tied to the steering head 
of the Project Bike and the other 
end to the frame/fender loop of the 
Yamaha. It took some clutch slip- 
ping to get moving, as we were ona 
sandy fireroad, but once under 
way, the Yamaha 100 pulled 
strongly forward. We were even 
able to shift up to second gear in the 
relatively deep sand. The astound- 
ing little powerplant never even 
protested. Not one bit. Every once 
ina while, we would have to goupa 
rise, or a small hill. No sweat. Just 
go down to low gear and gas it. No 
clutch slipping needed. 

After some welcomed smooth 
road, we had to go straight across 
rough country to reach the pits. 
Amazingly, the Yamaha.continued 
to pull strongly, even though many 
changes of elevation were encoun- 
tered. The only thing that stopped 
us a few times was lack of traction. 

Eventually, we got back to the 
pits and civilization. Conversation 
centered around the 100 Yamaha. It 
had performed well under the 
worst possible conditions. Other 
than squared rims and several very 
loose spokes, the bike looked as 
fresh as when we had started. The 
machine had been dumped about a 
half-dozen times, but not even the 
paint job had been scratched. 

Impressions left in our minds 
were strong. It was not a comforta- 
ble bike to ride — notatall. But you 
could ride the bike quickly. It just 
took more physical effort on the 
part of the rider than we thought a 
bike should. The front end washout 
might be cured, we feel, with a de- 
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cent front tire. A 21-inch front 
wheel would be even better. We 
never noticed any rear end hop, 
even over  shock-bottoming 
whoops. This means, we assume, 
that the frame geometry is basically 
correct on the bike. 

In order to balance our impres- 
sions out, we put a decent number 
of hours on the Yamaha on a moto- 
cross track. Here, as long as the 
course was in perfect condition 
(i.e., tacky, with plenty of traction), 
the bike handled fairly well. It 
would slide predictably — to a 


point. That point being the old 
Farm Purchasing Time. Yep, when 
you've bought the farm, it's too late 
to even think much about it. One 
second you're sliding the little 
booger just like in the books, then 
the moment right after that, you're 

skidding along on your beak. 
Power is competitive — sort of. 
The 125 Suzuki is slightly faster, 
but doesn't have the spread of 
power. That spread is deceptive. 
Apparently, the bike hasalotoflow

The countershaft cover clogs 
with crud. Maybe that's also a good 
thing, but we doubt it. 

Keep the kickstarter clean and 
lubed. Give ita shot every time you 
do the chain. Although the enduro 
bikes don't do it as much as the 
MXers, every Yamaha we've tested 
lately has developed kickstarter 
seizures. This can be kind of ag- 
gravating on a hillside during a 
stall. 

Neutral was hard to find unless 
the bike was rolling. Probably due 
to the clutch, not a design flaw. 

The old close-mounted, fre- 


quently mud-stopped front fender 
has gone the way of the dinosaur 
and. the 13-cent hamburger. 
There's a 21 up front too. 

Flip-up seat is neat. It doesn't 
have to be locked, so this saddle's 
no hassle. 

Chain did the usual: stretched as 
far and as fast as hot mozzarella. 

We had the normal amount of 
spoke loosening at first, but then it 
stopped. The rims are ordinary, 
steel, and hefty. 

The bike has a good tool kit; it 
was actually possible to work on 
the machine with it. Like all Yams, 
this one bristles with locknuts

long cross-brace — should hold up 
under impact well. 

Akront rims are standard — the 
kind that gather mud. 

Spokes held up well and did not 
loosen much. The wheels appear to 
be at least as strong as anything on 
the market — and the hubs (front 
and rear) are super-strong. 

We had two motor mount bolts 
come loose — then kepta close eye 
on them for the duration of the test. 
No more trouble. 

We recommend that Husky own- 
ers drill their rear axle nut and 
safety wire it in place. There have 
beentoo many instances ofthis crit- 
ical piece of metal going astray to 
ignore the problem. 

Fenders are aluminum and ap- 
pear to be very sturdy — and a bit 
on the heavy side. 

The kickstarter will start to sag 
early in the game, and more than 
likely will allow your footto slip off 
and blow your shin to shreds. 

Sidestand is nice and tucks out of 
the way. 

Reartire is too narrow and should 
be a 4.50 or a 4.60, instead of the 
4.00x18. Front is fine. 

Welding looks like it was done in 
a kindergarten sandbox by the 
dumbest kid there. 

The standard Husky silencer 
doesn't silence well, and in some 
states, a Skyway is standard. While 
this works acceptably, it is very 
long and vulnerable to damage. 
The stocker usually breaks its 
bracket by the muffler bolt hole, 
we're told. 

The steering lock is on the fragile 
side and a really good fall is going 
to result in the triple clamp bolt 
punching a hole in the gas tank.

SUMMATION 

Husky offers two versions of the 
450 — the CR and the WR. We can- 
not see any reason for the CR’s exist- 
ence. With the spread of power 
that is present (properly setup with 
the Mikuni), there is simply no 
reason for a close-ratio gearbox. A 
close-ratio gearbox indicates the 
machine is to be used for MX. If so, 
then why the humongous tank? 

No doubt, with the WR gearbox 
and a few hundred bucks spent on 
lightening and suspension mods, 
the 450 can be an effective cross- 
country winner. To make the CR an 
effective motocross winner, the 
owner will have to spend a great 
deal more. 

Quite frankly, it's time for Husky 
to take a long hard look at current 
machinery — and incorporate what 
they see. And also, quite frankly, 
we can see why they were reluctant 
to let it out for testing . . . it's 
certainly painted the right color: 
lemon yellow. o

Cont d. from page 19 
problem for me in corners, because 
my rear kept sliding out. I didn't 
know what to do because where I 
practice is wet, which makes for 
good traction, and no rear slide-out. 
My question is, how do I take 

these corners if no berm is availa- 
ble? Also, on a dry track, might I 
consider a trials pattern tire on the 
rear?

Chances are a fresh tire on the 
rear will make a world of differ- 
ence. It's surprising how much less 
traction you get when the knobs 
become rounded. On the hard sur- 
face tracks, try a tire that has a 
heavy, stiff knob like Metzeler or 
Cheng Shin. When you go to the 
softer courses, Trelleborg or 
Barum, or the equivalent, with a 
longer knob will work best. It's a 
simple fact that, when the knob 
can't penetrate into the surface, 
the longer the knob is, the more it 
bends over when you go around a 
corner and the more skating you 
get. 

A trials tire is not too bad if the 
course is 100-percent hardstuff, 
but if you have some soft areas on 
the course, mudholes, etc., it's all 
over with a trials. 

The serious motocrosser keeps a 
spare wheel with a different tire 
for hard or soft course conditions. 
You might consider the same if you 
decide to get serious and can 
somehow amass the loot (i.e. re- 
turning old pop bottles, selling 
pornography or old copies of DIRT 
BIKE Magazine).

nearly idle without the engine car- 
ing one way or another. Yet, the 
rpm buildup from these low revs is 
too slow to use under racing condi- 
tions. To go quickly, from one place 
to another, the upper reaches ofthe 
powerband must be utilized. 
Scream the engine, then stretch the 
throttle cable until the ends are 
ready to pop off. Now, keep it there 
and stir hell out of the gearbox. 
That's the ticket. Stomp - stomp - 
stompitty - stomp. When you slow 
down for a corner, merely leave the 
throttle in the frenzied position, 
and clank down to the appropriate 
gear. Of course, if you want to make 
the power competitive, there are 
more than a few folks around who 
are able to coax ponies out of the 
cylinder with the friendly grinder. 
For money. And for a narrower 
powerband. Most novices would 
be better off leaving the bike's en-

Handy snaps make side panel 
removal easy. Putting them back on 
requires some fiddling. 

Serving the air filter is a minor 
hassle. The fuzzy foam has a lid on 
the top that is next to impossible to 
center. And the edges are sharp. 
Three hands usually are needed. 
As per usual practice, the fuzzy 
foam was shedding when serviced. 
If we owned the bike, we'd replace 
it with something else. 

Bars, this year, are pretty good. 
No one complained. However, 
their life span was short, as Chet 
the Graceful twisted them into a 
bizarre knot during a fan-taaaastic- 
tic get-off. 

Grips are the usual trash they've 
been using for the last few years. 
Yawn. 

Tires, as we touched on earlier, 
are wretched.

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the lack of a heat shield on the for- 
ward part of the pipe — tight under 
the tank. 

‘Fenders are plastic and strongly 
mounted. 

Gearbox was a joy to use — ex- 
cept you had to use it all the time — 
as with most 100s. 

Clutch was absurdly light and 
easy to use. Never slipped one 
teensy bit, even though it received 
more abuse than the most ill- 
mannered 100 rider would ever 
give it. 

Rear brake is nota floating setup 

and the bike’s hind quarters 
chatter violently when under 
heavy braking. 

One kick always did the job 
when starting from cold. It often 
took three or four when hot. We feel 
this was so because of the slightly 
rich condition of the jetting. 

The throttle got progressively 
stiffer as we used the bike. We 
checked the carb for crud, but 
found none. Perhaps Chet crimped 
the cable he sure crimped his 
body. Yuk yuk. 

Most riders felt that the wheel- 
base was on the short side. Some 
offered the suggestion that an inch 


or so in the swingarm would help. 
Most agreed the chassis was ac- 
ceptable and no one complained of 
flex or high-speed twitching. The 
bike did track fairly straight. 

Our chain stretched quickly and 
looked about worn out at the con- 
clusion of the testing. Sprockets 
appeared to be hooked a bit. 

The chain guide is useless and 
bends easily. We took it off. 


SUMMARY 


This is not a bad motorcycle; 
especially for the beginner or 
Novice racer. An absolute must for 
any racing is a change of tires and 
the forks; desperately need some 
help. Other than that, the bike 
should pretty much be left alone 
and ridden. 

We feel it’s probably the most re- 
liable 100cc racer we've ever rid- 
den to date. Parts are cheap and 
available. If you're a learning racer 
and buy a very expensive 100cc 
something else, at one time or 
another you're going to wish you 
had purchased the Yamaha. o

in a frame as good as the Penton's. 


BITS AND PIECES 

Overall finish of the bike is 
superb. In its own way, the Penton 
is as good looking as anything else 
to be had. One thing for sure — you 
won't mistake it for another brand. 

Good quality nuts and bolts are to 
be found all over the bike. Even 
little things like chain guides and 
brake stay arms are held on with 
good Schmid nuts and bolts. 

Brakes were good, with the rear 
being stronger than the front. Some 
chatter was felt under braking. 

Hubs, front and rear, are very 
light and apparently strong. Our 
spokes did not loosen much. 

Gas taps are far forward — should 
be to the rear for maximum tank 
scavenging, but there's not any 
room back there. 

Gearshift lever is too long and 
flexes enough to allow the rider an 
occasional missed gear. We experi- 
enced some jamming in the gear- 
box that "fixed" itself. It appeared 
to be in the shifting mechanism —

Pegs are folders — but not spring 
loaded. They appear to have a 
non-slip surface, but in fact are po- 
tential ankle-grabbers. 

Waterproofing is beyond re- 


proach. Clearly, the Penton is in- . 


tended for slogging through soggy, 
bad landscape without inhaling the 
gorp. 

While we never had the chance 
toride the 250 in deep enduro-type 
mud, we diddled around on our 
favorite hills to get an idea of the 
bike's multi-personality. It would 
climb anything that we've ever 
climbed before. While it was 
necessary to use more wheelspin 
than we liked on the tough, loose 
hills, the rider could still chop the 
throttle, then come back on the 
power successfully without franti- 
cally going down a gear. The ability 
of the Penton to recover its rpm 
power range was amazing. This is, 
indeed, a strong motor. 

The Penton's combination tank 
strap/hernia truss is. a bitch to use. 
While funky looking in an old 
world way, it does not justify its 
existence when you attempt to use 
it 

Good plastic fenders are stan- 
dard — and look sturdy. 


SUMMARY 


This new bike is one of a new 
breed of "super" bikes that place 
performance first. Immediately 
after that comes sodomy of the wal- 
let. Several fall into this category: 
YZ, Maico, etc. What these bikes 
must justify to the buyer is how 
well they justify the tag. Is a wild 
engine enough to demand the 
bucks? No. Not until you place sec- 
ond a few times, when you could 
have won. Then cost goes to the 
wind. Blow wind, blow. o

When a sample of contaminated 
gasoline was used, we saw the filter 
dribble to a stop after trying hard 
for three and a half minutes. So 
another test sample was discarded. 
We just can't suggest you buy a fil- 
ter that clogs up with less than a 
gram of junk in the gas. Can vou 
imagine how much dirt your buddy 
dumps into your gas tank when he 
upends that gas can during a pit 
stop?

Comments: A filter that works at 
last. Unfortunately, it doesn't filter 
anything but the large chunks. It's 
also big. And we'd be reluctant to 
putanything made of glass on a fuel 
line of a dirt bike — even if it is 
fancy glass. 


Nylon Filter Corp. 

Description: This is the big 
brother of the NFC plastic filter al- 
ready described; it's slightly under 
four inches long and costs $1.50 to 
$1.75 depending on the distributor. 

Performance: 18 GPH clean; let 
the water through and held back 
the gas during that test; slowed to 
12.85 GPH during the dirt test; re- 
tained 51.7 percent of the dirt; 
largest size passed was 76 microns; 
flow rate went up to 17.3 GPH in 
the final test. 

Comments: The difference in 
size definitely made for a change in 
performance.
